Men and 
women, ludf-dressed, climbed down the 
ladders while the mercury hovered sev- 
eral degrees below zero. There were 
many narrow escapes, and the firemen 
fear thiit sevt-ral lives were lost. 

There \vas very little time to save the 
books of the hotel. Nearly all the guests 
lost their entire effects. The building 
was an old brick veneered structure, five 
stories high, cc Michigan street. It 
was built in, 1888, and was for a long 
timit the only decent hotel in the city. 
It^i^us the property of the Boston 
Beal^ coinpany, of Massachusetts, and 
was insured for §85,000, with rent in- 
suran(;e of $10,000. ThtloM wQl reach 
|100,0(K). 

Adjoining the hotel is the Brighton 
hotel, belonging to tne same peraons, 
but separated from it by & solid wall. 
The light court in this building caught 
fire but it was Havt><l. The damage by 
water, however, will be great. An in- 
surance of $8r>.000 and 1Q,000 on rents is 
carried by the Brighton. The insurtace 
on stock is about $30,000, and half of 
this is a total loss. 

The fire was caused by the explosion 
of a gas meter in the basement, where 
the laundry is locateil. It is thought 
some of the night heln, who were in bed 
at the time, were oumed to death. 
Five of the laundry girls are missing 
and it is feared arefdead. All the guests 
are accounted for, except one. 

THREE PEOPL E B ADLY BURNED. 

Terribla Beeults Follow tha Exploaloa of 

an Oil Stove. 

Detkoit, Jan. 14. — Three ix-rsoiia 
were terribly burned in ii small tire at 
30 Market Place yesterday. The place 
was occupied by Rudolph Hirt, the 
lower floor of the two-story frame 
building being used as a produce store, 
and the upper fioor as the residence of 
Mr. Hirt. 

The family consisied of Mr. Hirt, his 
wife, threee children, his wife's mother 
and wifs% sister. The fire startsd from 
thera^loiicn of an oil stove; All the 
inmates escaped vHth the exception of 
the youngest child. The father, wild 
with fear, ;^uhged back up the stAir- 
way, dOsaly followed by his wife. Mr. 
Hirt secured the diila, but when he 
reached the head of the stairway again, 
it was a mass of flames. 

Tearing the glass from a window he 
jtunped to a shed below. The mother's 
face, neck tad head were badly burned, 
and the baby's head, neck and hands 
were bomed. Mr. Hirt was burned 
about the face, neokjtad left hand, and 
will probably die. The other two will 
probably recover. The financial loss is 
small.

STRANGE BODIES O F WATER. 

One Polannii All Kinds of Animal Life 

and (he nf1i<-r rp'rlflf*. 

Cl.AUKsvii.i.K. Teiin., Jan. 14.— Two 
very strange b(Klies of water lie in Lau- 
derdale cotmty— Dead lake and Stone 
lake. Almost miraculous stories are 
told about them. The truth of the fol- 
lowing is vouched for by County Court 
Clerk Joe H. WardlaW, of Ripley, and 
Captain Jack Haynes, of LauderuMe: 

Dead lake is one mile in length and an 
average of one-half mile in width. No 
fish or any kind of water animal can 
live in it, and any creature drinking out 
of it is poisoned. TTie waters are as 
transparent as glass, and the lake is in- 
deed a thing of neanty, but the people 
livinf^ in the neighborhood will not 
visit it. 

Not a great distance away is what is 
called Stone lake, also a lovely sheet of 
water deriving its name from the fact 
that everything that falls or is thrown 
in it petrifies. It is one ol the traditions 
of the county that years *gO M uid 
slave fishing oh a log over its waters be- 
came st<me, and the stone log he sat on 
was a ftdlen hickory tree. 

It is stated thait numerous offers have 
been madk to the parties owning thb 
lands on whidh these lakes are situated 
to buy them, but they ^Mlll not sell. A 
strong eflfort wlU be made to secure 
some relics from them to be placed on 
exhibition at the Chicago fair.

Di RANdd, Mex., Jan. 14. — The over- 
land mail courier, who has joat arrived 
here from Mazatlan, brings news of the 
disappearance of Liagunda Madre or 
Mother lake, one of the most beautiful 
sheets of water in the state of Sinaloa. 

The lake was about thirty miles long 
and twelve wide. It was situateil at 
the foot of the Sierra Madre mountains. 
A few days ago there was a series of 
slight earthquake shocks felt in that 
section. It was during one of the dis- 
turbances that th6 natives were sudden- 
ly startled to see the water in the lake 
disappear as though the bottom had 
fallta out. Thouitads of potads of 
flih were left strtaded on tne bed of the 
lake. 

The sudden disappearance of the 
water was caused by a large crevice 
which is supposed to have been caused 
by the earthquake. The water evident- 
ly found an outlet into the ocean 
through ta umderground paasaga. The 
flow nrom the springs which fed the 
lake now passes into this new outlet. 

MAUNA LOA'S CELEBRATION.

San Fbanoisco, Jan. 14.— A letter 
from Professor Chartler, of New York, 
who has been spending several weeks at 
the Volctao House, bi.
